NfcW 8YSTEM OF MAKING WINK 

Wine germs, which make it 
possible to duplicate the famous 
wines of Bordeaux. Murgundy or 
the Rhine, hit among the latest 

experiments of scientist*. The 
germs are obtained from the 
dregs of casks which have con- 
tained genuine old wine, and 
those for each particular brand 
are placed for safekeeping in a 
substance prepared from Japan 
ese isinglass and fruit juice, la 
the jellylike mass the germs 
soon establish a colony. When 
Deeded, sufficient germs may be 
pluced in a tube of sterilized 
fruit juice. After two or three 
days the juice will be in full fer- 
mentation with plentiful effer- 
vescence. This process is said 
to impart to the wine the exact 

bouquet ami characteristics of 
the wine from which the | 
originally came.
